First they have just publihhed, CarrolJ & ^raf alone, an outrageous, indecentiji malig- 

nant attack on me and others by a certifiable menta/: case from whom, with two terrible 

bookj^they have already made much money, When parts of it were read to me as I was going 

to bed night beforolLast) that cost me that night* s slpep. I tried to ^iath u p a bit by 

going to be^at 6:10 Ljst night. I^fe^^ien as&elp but fo^nd it iflrp&ssible to dtay asleep 

and tlieis business came to mind when, for the fourth time^I returned to bed at 1 1 )40. 

(i have to keep retards to try to force myself not to be up and IsSTv/orking with onl^ a 

couple of hours of accumulated sleep. The pros&te problem and the sleep apnea do get me

up. At my age, weak as I am, with a heart condition, this is very bad for me, as I thinnk 

iS obvious.

this man who has been a gbod friend to that I would have anytliing to do with any re- 
printing of any of my JFK assassination work. The main reason is that it makes too much

confusion and extra work fd/.r us, and we, at our ages and in out states M health,^ just 
lire not up to that, t is only because David is Richard* s son that 1 had anything at 
all to do with such a project. But I did agree that; as a substitute^, they cduld reprint 
in a single volume selections from all my JFK assassination works. They sent me an adQ 
vance of &>5,000. Trusting Richard as I do/ 1 did not even ask for a contract. I knew he 
Mould not cheat me and I did not. want to have to worry about the terms of a colract In did 
not unterstand anyway. ^ CiAA^L 

The next thin^ I know, and not from them, is that they have announced a book with 
the title "The Complete Whitewash. ** I protected immediately that thii^oUM not be, that 
I had not agreed to that and it would not b ' that in any event, tliat v/ould be a f)faudukent 
tieie title. Someone from Carroll & G ra f phoned Die and we agreed on the title "Selections

from Whitewash." Then I heard from ailookstore that they had withdrawn the book, were 
not going to publish it. Soj Gallon being a gootf friend, I returned the advance. u f 
course the advance doesnot have to be returned but he is this dear friend. H e sent that 
back and said they would be proceeding. 

I did not ask when they would print it, that making no real difference to me, and 
it was out of mind until I think this past Thursday. Then, with no pxnpExpxHxpriot 
n-tfoice , I get by Federal Express a set IX page proofs t'm asked to read and correct and 
return by the 4th. 4s soon as 1 noticofthe title, Wh itewash;^ se lections _f rom Wiutewash 
I-IV and Post Mortem, ; (Tdo not have it before me but this ids i^ if not the exact 
words^what it says), so 1 immediately wrote and said that thi3 title cannot be/i;that 
‘•fhe agreec/d title is "Selections from..." and asked to $e notified that this change 
will be made. There has not yet perhaps been time for me to be told and maybe I will_ ^ 
be. Dut I am disturbed tliat I'll be confronted by a fait accompli. 

There are 500+ pages and each left-hand page has the title "Whitewash" on it. 

This means that the st&lard directories will list two books on the same subject 
by tho same title! 4nd it means also tlia} about half of our book income, which is small* 
in publishing terms but significant to us, will be wiped out. flus all the ca]Js and 
letters I'll have to respond to. 

Lli, of course, is as 1J&. But my recollection is that last year about half of 
our book income of about 520,000 was from Vlhitewash, can can keep^in print only by 
a quality, actual-size xerox edition* 

I simply cannot have this for the above and for otJier reasons, it is a violation 
of our agreement and I knoW it can mean what for me are significant complications they 
i»ePnge +o agree to abide by the agreement vo | untA^rily. 

Sioply cannot V^/our ages and in the states of our health put up with all the 
troubles this will cost us and we can ill afford the lostf of that income. 

So I ask if you can think about tliis and be prepared to file what you think is 
appropriate to stop tliis and it may have to be soon because the book is in page proof. 

Hot today because a researcher from the Washington Post will be here today but 

maybe tomorrow if I have not heard I may phone. I may write instead. 

I have two sggarate verbal agreements with S.llen for him to copublish two more 

book 3 . T^e first, Hover A. f rain ! of which you know a little, enjoy ex the highest repu- 
tation among historian friends who have read the draft. I think that is in the hands of 
a copy editor now. The current one, Hoax, they are retyping as I send the draft. I've 
sent all the draft except the preface and conclusions. It has the making a real 
Sensation and is liistorically important. Several weeks ago u allen told me he would co- 
publish with Carroll & C ra f an d I agreed. And in my condition/iif they do not do it it 
may well mean that thbse books will n«t be published.
